Meantime, however, the United Preoss
In nble to present an authoritative in-
might Inta Spanish conditions, haned on
information sent here, the rellabliity of
which cannst be questioned.

The Spaniards, it js said, are watch-
Ing the critieal progress of the war with
keon eyex, If sho enters she wants to be
on the winning side,

Her army Ia regarded as pro-German,
An in every other oountry, the officers
of the army are greatly Impressed by
the fetish of Gorman milliney eMelency.
Many of them have hbeen trained in
Ciermany and are thoroughly German-
aphile,

T is eald that Spain has  modern
riflen for 2000000 men. Tt I8 asserted
that thers wra 70,000,000 reservists in
the country and that when the HSpanish
army takes the fleld the burden of com-
minnd will fall upsn 30,000 trained Cer-
man oMeers “already In the country and
their campalgn well planned and overy
man Iin his place.”

In view af thess conditions this Gov.
ernment today ia directly faced with the
task not only of holding Spain to our
eancaptions of neutrality, bBut to keep
her from Jolning with Germany.

German submarines have been pro-
visloning and getting wirsless informa-
tion along the Spanikh cousts for many
monthe. Submarine creaws have beoen
changed In Spanish harbors, American
agents kept track of the men on one
German boat in a Spanish bharbor and
thers was a8 regulur weekly change In
personnel—brought about by “epelling™
U-boat crews.

But desplte her apparent leaning to-
wiird the Cerman cause—now Rooent-
uated by her Interference with supplies
to the American fighting forces—Spain,
it I belleved, would side with the Allles
It she saw In them a winner, If, how-
ever, Germany delivered the first crush-
ing blow Amerlean cltizens In Spain
say Alphonme XI1I1 will be forced to go
in on the side of the Tauton.

Hente this Government In determined
o obtwin a definite understanding with
Spain on several points, the nature of
which cannot be disclosed now and
Spanish ships ara temporarily held In
American ports pending the adjustment.

Cutting off the Spanish manufacturer
from his raw products shipped from this
country would serve, it is reported, as o
distinctly soberirg influence on any pro-
German enthur asm among the Spani-
arde,

ing of the price of $2 was o @Eroat
shook and surprise ta the coul men in
view of the fact that this price wis so
cloms to tha cost of production that it
wan barely possible to operate the mines
and survive. In facl, It immediately
resulted In the suspension of operation
of a Ilarge number of small operators
whose piants could not bhe operated at
the same cost as some of the larger
operators.
